Drawing a storm of criticism from | 
all sections of the house, a motion 
to give second reading to the govern- 
ment bill to impose a tax of $1 on 
all dogs in this province was de- 
feated in the legislature. Just before 
the house turned down an amend- 
ment to give the bill a six months’ 
hoist.

In view of the action of the as- 
sembly, Speaker Tanner struck the 
oill from the order paper. 

Purpose of the bill, which was 
sponsored by Hon. W. N. Chant, 
minister of agriculture, was to pr - 
vide a fund from which compensa- 
tion could be paid for sheep destroye 1 
by dogs. 

The bill provided for a $10 kennel 
tax for purebred dogs; in all other 
cages, the tax was to be $1 for each 
dog. 

Opposing the proposed tax, J J. 
Bowlen, Liberal leader, said it looked 
as if the government was letting 
nothing pass that might be taxed. 
He thought a better course would be 
to pay a bounty on coyotes.

Monopoly on Bible 


LONDON.-Who owns the Bible? 
A petition may be presented to the 
King, through the home secretary 
asking for freedom for anyone to 
print the authorized version of the 
bible 

The copyright is held by the crown 
and only three approved printers 
have the right to issue the author- 
ized version in England. They are 
Messrs. Eyre and Spottiswoode and 
the University Presses of Oxford and 
Cambridge. 

The printing firm of Messrs. Wil- 
liam Collins and Sons have the 
crown sanction to print in Scotland. 

Religious leaders claim that the 
bible should be completely free, and 
that anyone should be allowed to 
print it, in part or in full. 

Action is being taken now because 
it is claimed that the right to print 
the authorized version expires with 
the death of each monarch. 

Support is given by church of 
England clergy because’ there is @ 
similar monopoly regarding the 
prayer book. They want freedom for 
that as well.

In other words, the dutcome of 
thé election next November rests 
upon whether more voters are pleas- 
ed or displeased with the conduct of 
the Government under Mr. Roosevelt 
thus far, or vice-versa.

INSPECTION 


The only justification for the vari- 
ous inspection services provided bby 
departments of health is that the 
inspection is a necessary step to- 
wards achieving the goal towards 
which all departments of health are 
working: less disease and _ better 
health for all citizens. 

Many of the diseases which afflict 
mankind are caused iby the entrance 
of certain bacteria into the body. ‘It 
may be said that we eat or drink 
many of these bacteria because they 
are taken in together with the food 
or @rink which have been contamin- 
ated with them before use. 

It is a matter of importance for 
all of us to be assured that our 
health is not being menaced by the 
food and drink which we must use to 
provide for the growth and repair of 


the body and its maintenance in 
health and vigour. 

Some _ foods, because’ of their 
source and the conditions under 
which they are handled, are more 
apt to become contaminated than 


nre others. It is generally true that 
cooking renders food safe , as the 


heat is sufficient to destroy bacteria 


and the toxins or poisons which the | 


bacteria produce. 

Particular care is required to as- 
sure the purity and safety of those 
foods which are eaten raw. It should 
also be remembered ‘that cooked

safe; they may be contaminated after 
cooking, and if they are allowed to 
stand around, the contaminating 
bacteria multiply rapidly. Food that 
is kept cold is, in general, safer be- 
cause while cold does not kill bac- 
teria, it does check their growth., 

What happens to food in the home 
is the responsibility of the family 
itself. We depend upon, or we should 
be able to depend upon, our health 
departments to provide such safe- 
guards as will guarantee that the 
foods which we buy, in_ licensed 
stores, are safe. The modern health 
department, with an adequate staff 
of qualified workers, serves us in 
this way. 

Did you ever give a thought to the 
danger there might be for you or 
for anyone else in a public eating- 
house if there were no inspection of 
these places by your health depart- 
ment? Some of them would be safe 
because some proprietors do not need 
the spur of inspection to do what is 
right. but others would be danger- 
bus. You would not ibe able to judge 
for yourself because a clean front 
does not necessarily mean a clean 
kitchen. It is, for example, much 
more important that the drinking- 
glasses be sterilized than that the 
table-cloth be clean.

First actual gardening operations 
are now at hand in most parts of 
Canada. It will be time if the ground 
is ready and free from surplus mois- 
ture, to consider the planting of 
those extra early flowers like sweet 
peas, cosmos, marigolds, and other 
hardy annuals and almost any of 
the perennials. This is also the time, 
authorities advise, to get in grass 
seed. In the vegetable line first 
sowings of lettuce, spinach, carrots, 
beets and even potatoes will be 
made. One is advised to make small 
sowings at first and so spread out 
the harvesting season. Then if win- 
ter returns agam after these first 
seedings are made the loss will be 
trivial. Seed, after all is the cheap- 
est thing about gardening and one 
of the few factors over which the 
gardener has absolute controk Ot. 
these counts alone, it is highly im- 
portant that only the best seed from 
reliable Canadian sources should be 
used. Everything else is wasted; soil 
fertilizer and labor if the foundatiou. 
seed, is not right. 


Grass Seed 


Grass seed may be compared to 
good tobacco. The best seed is a 
mixture or blend of different grass- 
es. In with a certain quantity of 
cheap, quick growing seed will be 
mixed a proportion of those much 
more expensive and slower germin- 
ating but permanent grasses. It is 
the latter which form the fine stem- 
deep green permanent turf 
which goes on improving with the 
years. A certain amount of the cheap 
quick growing kinds are needed to 
shelter and nurse along’ the others 
for the first summer, sowing 
these alone is not sufficient for a 
permanent lawn. Hence a well bal- 
anced high quality mixture is recom- 
mended.

Spread Them Out 

The old idea of planting all the 
vegetable seed on one afternoon is 
a hang-over from pioneer days when 
both seisons and time were limited. 
Only a few vegetables were grown 
in the early days. Seedmen did not 
have the variety to offer ani the 
average man regarded the garden as 
part of the farm, where one crop 
was about al] that could be €x- 
pected. In Europe a totally different

a climate as rigorous as Canada’s 
such a thing is hardly possible but 
as a rule the average gardener does 
not produce anything like the variety 
that is possible. Vegetable experts 
point out that there is no excuse for 
running out of lettuce early in the 
summer, for example, when after the 
season for the leaf variety, head let- 
tuce could be grown and then during 
the hot weather the Cos. type. 

The latter is a compact, conical 
shaped type which defies the heat. 
Like the head variety it should be 
started fairly early probably a week 
or two after the first leaf lettuce is 
sown. For the “greens” enthusiast a 
few plants of Swiss Chard will pro- 
vide an abundance of meals. It ts 
worth investigating as is also Broad 
Beans, which come along about mid- 
summer and later, Brocolli, a sort 
of refined cauliflower, Koli Rabi, a 
refined turnip and red cabbage and 
yellow tomatoes will lend interest to 
the regular types and _ provide a 
slightly different flavor. In many 
places egg plants and peppers can be 
grown and will be appreciated. They 
must be started early indoors. The 
red type of the latter can he used as 
a piemento filling for sandwiches. In 
the melon family, will be musk-mel- 
ons and watermelons, certain varie- 
ties of which can be produced in a 
surprisingly wide area of Canada, 
there is also. the little individual 
Acorn or Table Queen squash which 
is a big improvement over its rather 
watery ancestors. Leaks add variety 
to the onion family and tender white 
radish lengthens the season for this 
vegetable. In the regular lines the 
Season can be greatly extended by 
using very early as well as very late 
types. In garden peas for example, 
the time of maturity will vary from 
about 50 days to 73. Instead of plant- 
ing only one variety it is advisable 
to include at least three. Early sow- 
ing is essential but in certain parts 
‘of the country a fall crop with a 
quick .growing variety is also possi- 
ble. In corn, the very early Bantam 
|types mature weeks ahead of the 
‘regular season and some of the late 
both white and yellow kinds are on 
until frost or even after. 


HAS ANYONE SEEN 
LOST MONUMENT? 


“LOST—One monument of one of 
Nova Scotia's early governors, Ma- 
jor Charles Lawrence, missing since

WHAT CONSTITUTES 
A TRUE FREE PRESS . 

A free press is not necessarily 
owned by the people as far as abso- 
lute proprietorship is concerned. In 
fact the only way that the people can 
assert direct ownership in a news- 
paper is to have it conducted by their 
government, and it has been shown 
in other countries that newspapers 
of that kind are far from free. 

The question of ownership has no- 
thing to do with a free press. The 
Calgary Herald is owned, no doubt, 
by a group of shareholders, but if 
its columns are free to all correspon- 
dents, to promulgate whatever views 
they see fit in accord with the laws 
of the land, it is a free newspaper, 
even though it may pensonally advo- 
cate what some people consider here- 
sies. And if a newspaper, devoted to 
special interests, will not give that 
privilege to its correspondents, it is 
not free, even though it may be 
called a people’s paper and be owned 
by a co-operative group. 

Taking -it all in all, the weekly 
newspaper approaches nearest to the 
ideal of a public press. In the strict 
sense of the word it is owned and 
controlled by the people although 
they my not have a cent invested in 
it, except their subscriptions. 

A dnily newspaper is a business 
proposition like all newspapers must 
be. But its capital is subscribed by 
shareholders living all over the 
world and any change in business 
conditions will reflect itself only in 
the dividends paid to the sharehold- 
ers. The people generally, do not 
have any direct influemce in its con- 
trol, 

But the people in any restricted 
community which a weekly news- 
paper serves, cati fire the edftor-any 


time they see fit by cutting off their 
patronage in advertising and sub- | 
scriptions, 


No weekly newspaper during the 
depression has found it practicable 
to conduct a strictly cash-in-advance 
suwoscription list, as the daily news- 
papers do and the people 
paper in that sense. 
payments are dependent upon 
trend of the seasons. The people pay 
when they are able, but they are 
still entitled to the local paper if 
they wish it continued. Tais may 
seem like philanthropy but it 
really a practical business. The p%- 
per has no shareholders to fall back 
upon so it must depend on the com-

The weekly newspaper is also fret
